CALISTA ROGERS, SOPRANO 

Mills College is happy to count Miss Calista Rogers of Pasadena as a member 
of its music faculty for the autumn semester, during which she is teaching 
Dean Marchant’s students. 

Miss Rogers comes from a long line of musicians and musical people, and 
the informal musical gatherings which were a regular occurrance in her parents’ 
home in New York City, brought her at an early age in touch with many of 
the leading musicians of the metropolis and gave her an intimate knowledge of 
the various types of musical literature. As a child she studied both violin and 
pianoforte but gave these instruments up when she grew older and the beautiful 
qualities of her voice developed. She received her musical training in her native 
city, partly at the Institute of Musical Art and partly with such teachers as 
S. Constantino Yon, and Isidor Luckstone. 

Miss Rogers’ father was connected with one of the best known American 
music publishing firms but went to London shortly before the World War and 
established his own publishing house. After his death, she was for three years 
the head of the business, finally selling it in order to return to her own country 
and profession. 

During her stay in London Miss Rogers studied Oratorio and German Leider 
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with Sir George Henschel, and she has made many successful concert appear¬ 
ances both in England and in this country. 

THE AMERICAN LIBERAL ARTS COLLEGE 
NATIONAL BROADCAST, NOVEMBER 14, 1931 

The purpose of this nation-wide program is to present to the American pub¬ 
lic the value of the liberal arts colleges and their place in the educational, social 
and economic life of the country. 

Saturday evening, November 14, 1931, from 9:00 to 9:30 (Eastern Standard 
Time) 6:00-6:30 p. m. (Pacific Standard Time) has been set aside by the 
National Broadcasting Company and its associated stations for addresses by a 
group of nationally known individuals headed by the President of the United 
States. They will discuss the value of The Liberal Arts College and its place in 
the educational, social, and economic life of the country. 

Besides President Hoover, the speakers will include: Dr. John H. Finley, 
Associate Editor of The New York Times; Dr. Robert L. Kelly, Executive Sec¬ 
retary of the Association of American Colleges and of the Councils of Church 
Boards of Education; Mrs. Thomas J. Preston, Jr., and Dr. A. N. Ward, Presi¬ 
dent of Western Maryland College and Chairman of the Liberal Arts College 
Movement. 

This half hour will be preceded or followed throughout the country by local 
programs. In California these will be given in San Diego, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. The program in San Francisco will be broadcast over KPO from 
5:30 to 6:00 p. m. (Pacific Standard Time). 

The four speakers will be: Brother Leo of St. Mary’s College, The Liberating 
Arts; Dr. Tully Knoles of The College of the Pacific, The Present Status of the 
Smaller Coeducational Colleges; Dr. Aurelia Henry Reinhardt of Mills College, 
The American Woman and the Liberal Arts Colleges; and a representative from 
the University of California.
